Ministers Gain Respite Only by 
One Member's Absence 
From Town. 

Mr. Prentice FIncis the Coal 
Mines Bill too Vicious 
for Toleration. 



Unseemly Haste in Pressing the 
Measure While House Re- 
mains Incomplete. 



Three times yesterday during the de- 
hnU- on the Coal Mines Kcgulation bill, 
the tottering government of British 
Columbia was forced for salvation to the 
Speakor'.s vote; while on one of the 
two occasions during the afternoon— 
bulli dealing with adjournments of the 
debate — the unique Hpcetucle wns pre- 
sented of a member— Mr. Ralph Smith- 
being forced in order to save the govern- 
ment, to vote against hiB own motion 
The lirst critical incident for the admin- 
istration was produced by Mr. Prentice, 
who for the first time during this event 
ful session came out positively and un- 
(lualiliedly i" antagonism to a straight 
government measure, at the same time 
condeuiniiiK the motives of tlie ruling 
party, um well a.s the ineasnre, in terms 
more Hcatliiug tlian liad been employcHi 
by any of the gentlomeu on the other 
side of the house, lie thought that this 
was a measure the house Bhoiild con- 
sider very seriously before endorsing, 
and therefore moved a ten days' adjourn- 
ment of the debute. Hon. I^r. McKeoh- 
nie could not cousont to an adjourninont, 
and a vote being taken, the house divid- 
ed evenly, the government being sus- 
tained by the Spcalccr's vote. Mr. Dcune, 
Col. Baker, Mr. Bryden and Mr. Ralph 
Smith coiJtmued the debate, Mr. Deane 
and Mr. Smith of course warmly ap- 
proving the bill. Mr. Smith had the 
Uoor at a quarter to G, and moved an 
adjournment of the debate; he was at 
once visited by tlie Premier, and a whis- 
pered conference toolc place, iu which 
presumably the erring member was 
sliown that he liad made a mistake — that 
ho slioiild linve waited for the Speal^er 
to " see (J o'clock." lie endeavored to 
recall his motion, but as it had been 
made it had to go to the house, and again 
a tie resulted, Mr. Sniitu voting against 
his own motion in order to save the 
government from an adverse vote — and 
the Spenlier doing the rest. 

.Vfter .Mr. Ralph Sniitii had concluded 
in the evening, Col. Baker suggested 
that the house adjtnirn in a body to the 
Drill liiill, not a liundred yards away 
from tlie assmebly rooms, to join witli 
the citizens of Victoria in bidding fare- 
well to the brave young men who were 
going out with tlio Strnthcoua Horse to 
light the battles of the lilnipire. The 
suggestion was opposed by the Premier 
and the Attorney-General, who declared 
that it -would bo just as common sense 
Ut suggest that the house should go to 
\ ai'ieouver or Ivamloops to see the de- 
parture of the troops from those points— 
allliough the similarity of conditions was 
not so apparent, with the sound of the 
music of the near-by band and the. cheers 
of the loyal city for the soldiers finding 
its way through the closed windows of 
llie clmmber. The ministers insisted on 
all formalities being complied with be- 
fore a vote could be taken on the ijd- 
journinent motion; when — Mr. Prentice 
voting with the opposition— the house 
iigiiin divided evenly, and for tlie third 
time during the day the government was 
saved — this time in its decision not to 
give public expression to its patriotism— 
by the Speaker's vote. 



.\ PRISONER'S SORRY LOT. 

Oepriveil of Water by Boer Captors and 
Siibji'ctetl to (ireat Hardships on 
the March. 

Ijoiulon, .Jan. lit).— Tlie Daily Ni'ws cor- 
n't^pondeiit at Capetown reviewing the 
eaiiipaigii up to .lunuary ,S says; "I would 
like to mention an incident sliowing the 
wanton cruelty of our captors. On leav- 
ing our camp at Graspan, I took the pre- 
caution of taking my water bag with nie, 
and after I had covered some little dis- 
tance a Boer riding beside nie offered to 
carry it on his horse. On aslcing liim 
for it later, judge my dismay to find that 
he and his fellows had completely emp- 
tied it. C!onsuiiue)iily, we had no water 
or food during the entire diatance. Our 
feet were a mass of blisters, and one of 
tlie men gave out about fifteen miles 
from our destination, which neceasitated 
our carrjing him between u.i for tlio re- 
iimiiuler of the di.staiK'e. I would add 
that tliis march, was made at the tail of 
a liead of forty two cattle and four 
hoiir.s of Hies, dust and absence ot water 
made our condition almost unbearable." 



DR. LEYDS' OPINIONS,

LADYSMITH A MISTAKE. 

Bnller Avei'se to Pressing Campaign in 
That Direction, but OisTom- 
stancea Compelled'. 

London, Feb. 12— Mr. Winston Church- 
ill sends from Frere Camp to the Morn- 
ing Post a long review of the situation. 
He says: "Gen. Buller always thought 
it imposiiiblo to hold the triangle of Natal 
north of the Tugela, ^but the initial mis- 
take wa« made owing to the miscalcula- 
tion of the Boer strength, and the fact 
that millions worth of stores bad been 
collei'ted at Ladysiuith. From the lirst, 
he regarded tlie relief of Ladysmith as a 
forlorn hope. He did not feel justified, in 
ordering a subordinate to perform such a 
task. 

"The ab.coiice of good maps has cost 
much blood. An atteiniit to thrust the 
enemy from Brakfontein, or Doorn 
Kloof -would have cost ;i.OO(l men; and, 
smce at least two brigades must keep the 
door behind us, too few would have re- 
mained to force the way to Ladvsmitli. 
Moreover, Gen. Buller remembers that 
his army is the only army for the defence 
of the rest of Natal. Therefore, he de- 
cided to try elsewhere." 

"Another fierce attempt will be made 
to force the Tugela. Great Britain must 
recognize the ugly fact, that the relief of 
Ladysmith -would strain an army of 50,- 
000, nnd that 100,000 men -would not be 
too many, I'lie country, therefore, must 
be prepared for a heavy loss and perhaps 
disapiiointment. 

" Remember that considerations of 
lionor, more than policy, demand cease- 
less efforts to relieve Ladysmith. The 
wliole arruy, di'sjiito disappointments nnd 
retreat, ri'gards Gen. Buller with sym- 
pathy and trust, such as are seldom seen 
even in fortunate campaigns. 

"The sectirity of Southern Natal is our 
important consideration. The necessity 
of obtaining control of Delagoa Bav is 
very apparent. Tlie ingress of foreigners 
and war material is ceaseless. Surely a 
settlement with Portugal would be only a 
question of montbe."

They believe the losses of the enemy 
were heavier than those of the Briti.sh, 
for it is kno-wn that in addition to the 
dead Boers found, several had been 
buried.

Modder River, Feb. 10.— Lord Roberts 
is here. Upon appearing before the troops 
on Friday he was enthusiastically cheer- 
ed. He visited the camp of the Higliland 
Brigade this morning and eoniplimenti'd 
Gen. Macdonald and his men on tliclr 
steady conduct at Koodoosberg Drift. 

Loudon, Feb. 12. — The fact that. 
Lord Roberts arrived at Modder 
River on Friday seems to show 
that he has been on a round of inspection 
of the chief commands and that tlie main 
advance is as near as has been supposed, 
KIMBERLEY IN STRAITS. 

Siariliug intelligence comes from Kim- 
berley in Cape newspapers just arrived 
by mail in London. It appears that siuce 
January 8th, the rations at Kimberley 
have been for the most part horse flesh, 
so repugnant to women and children, 
that many refuse to eat. It also appoar.s 
that the death rate has been heavy, and 
that the privations of the garrison have 
been increaiiing steadily. I'ossibly such 
conditions explain the presence of Lord 
Roberts at Modder, River and the appar- 
ent preparations for an advance from that 
point. 

BESIEGERS INCREASE. 

London, Feb. 11.— (Midnight)— "Kim- 
berley reports that the Boer hgliting. 
force Wiis tijiparently increased on Wed- 
nesday, February 7. Ne.\t day tlie Boors 
commenced tlio construction of trenches 
to tlie oast, nearly parallel to the glacis 
and 4,000 yards from the Premier mines. 
A native reported that he accompanied 
some Boers who left Mafcking for Kim- 
berley, carrying with them six inch guns 
and a quick liring Gold gun. The, foririer 
opened fire on Kimberley. Otherwise the- 
situation is unchanged." 

Modder River, Feb. 10.— Apparently 
the Boers have brought all their big guns 
from Mafeking to shell Kimberley. Our 
iiavtil guns shelled Magersfontein to-day, 
but the Boer guns w*re silent. It is 
supposed that the enemy have with- 
drawn their artillery. , They are blowing, 
up the permanent way beyond Morton 
■Siding. 

Tlie Boers still man their trenches, hut 
their numbers' are apparently reduced. 
The bulk of their force has gone to Kim- 
berley or towards our flank. 



BOERS IN A BAD WAY. 

Short of Food, Money and Shelter for 

the Fighting Men Still .so Desper- 
ately Resisting. 

London, ,7an. ;iO. — Writing from Frero 
ou January 4, the Times correspondent 
says: "Despite their activity, the condi- 
tion of the'Boer.s docs not (jeeni to be 
very prosperous. The week after thc» 
battle 120 Kaffirs, men and women and 
children, who had been working for the 
Boers, deserted and came over to -us, 
many of them being in a starving condi- 
tion. They complained of getting neither 
food nor money and above all of the 
loud lamentations of the Boer women in, 
camp for their husbands and relations 
who liad been killed in the battli'. All 
Kallirs liave a superstitious horror of ill- 
ness or mourning in any form. 'I'lioy 
said the I?oes loss had been heavy, al- 
most entirely owing to the effect of lyd- 
dite in the trenches. The power of these 
shell, tliey said, was terrific. Several 
of them stated that tliey had been knoi'k- 
ed down by the force of an e.xploc^ion 200 
yards away. 

"The following week some more Kaf- 
firs came in, telling the same story. On 
January 3, 12 Boer deserters came in. 
They, too, complained of lack of food and 
Jll-UBnge and said that tlie Boers -wen; 
short of bntli food ond forage. .\11 this 
points to the fact that the long waiting 
is telling heavily on the Boers. Many of 
them are without tents, a serious hard- 
ship now that heavy rains are beginning,, 
and the supply of rations to a constantly 
moving force must be exceedinffly diffl- 
cult."

liord Uoberts tells the correspondents 
that when he gets dowu to business tUey 
hhall have ample oyportunity to send 
news. His chief press censor yesterday 
issued new rules, and in future all 
wrilieu conimunicatious are to go un- 
checked. Only telegrams will be cen- 
sored For the ne.'it lew day.s little 
news is likely to get through, but later 
there will be more freedom. Tluis says 
the censor, and the last clause may lie 
interpreted to mean that sumethmg is 
about to happen.. 

Kimberley, twenty miles away Irom 
the Modder River position, is in soi 
tilraits. Details of the December death 
rate show that in a population of 14,UU() 
whites and U>,000 Idacks the moitality 
was liO whites ami lilachs per 

thousand. The infantile deatli rate was 
0.71 per thousand anions; the whites i 
Jt.12 per thousand amoUi: the lilai ks. 
Fever was prevalent. The t[iglilCiil 
slate of things in December euunul have 
improved much, it at all 
lighting power of the f,'ar 
l)een greatly dinunished. 

Meanwhile the bombardment by the 
IJoers has increased, and there is imnii- 
neuL danger of the town falling. It is 
believed in circles close to the w;ir otliee 
tliat 1-ord Roberts will wove at once, 
fciconts have ai)proaclied within a thou- 
sand yards of the Boer entrencluneiils at 
Magersfontein. They have found these 
Htrong and ascertained that they are 
usi:(l as dwelling places. Naval gini- 
ners are constantly watching the 
enemy's lines with strong glasses, and 
they declare that there is an appreciable 
diminution in the Boer forces. 

In Natal the Boer commandos south 
of the Tugela occupy Bold's Fiirni and 
several mines west of Ohieveley. Two 
thousand Boers with three guns are 
advancing through Zululand toward 
Natal. 

The war oflii e is making preparations 
to conliniie ihu stream of troops for 
Soulli Africa. Four large steamers 
have been clmrtered. Japan agrees to 
lot the Armstrongs transfer to Fngland 
four naval qnick-lirers that were built 
for her, consenting lo wait for the exe- 
cution of her own order until the hostili- 
ties in South AfriciL are over. Several 
I'hiropean firms by similar consent as to 
Kiins being constructed by Vickcrs Sons 
and JIaxim enable England to secure 
10(1 Alaxims. 

Two thousand men arc eonstantlv em- 
ployed at Woolwich arsenal, and all the 
guns and ammunition factories are 
working night and ilay to e.\:ecnte gov- 
ernment orders. The weekly output of 
four firms is -1,000,000 rounds.

SENTIMENT IN ENGLAND. 

West End of London Most Severely 
• AEEectod by the War— Colonial 
Example Inspiring. 

Now York, Feb. 11.— In his Sunday 
cable letter to the Tribune, Mr. Isaac 
Ford, the London correspondent of the 
Tribune discusses the tone of English, 
Foreign and Colonial opinion rcgardmg 
the South Africtm war as lollo\ys: 
"The lOuglisii i)Ooplo are bearing with 
fortitude and steadiness the trials and 
burdens of ti war which they now per- 
ceive will be a prolonged and cxhaustnig 
campaign. The tone of public feeling is 
lower in the west end of London than 
anywhere else in the United Kingdom.

It is in the great industrial 
section of England-Lancashire, York- 
shire and Northumberland— that public 
tooling is most 'buoyant, and it has found 
timely expression in the bye-election at 
York, where a district, naturally Lilieriil, 
has gone strongly Unionist on the single 
(luestion of lighting the btiltle of tiie Km- 
oire. lOveu in London, with all the com- 
iilex artillery problems of the unuyijij e- 
fensivo warfare on tlie Tugela and the 
disappointments of tlie Ladysmith cn- 
tangicment. there is better courage ana 
greater patience. 

••Tlie e.Kample of the eohnucs has been 
niost inspiring. The loyalty of Oauadu 
ami Australia is convincing proof that 
the imitv of tlie Empire is an issue for 
wliieh the larger sacrifices of men and 
treti-^ure can be made With cheerfulness.

A 
considerable force of the enemy was 
threatening the British columns between 
Uensburg and Slingersfontein, twelve 
miles distant^ and during n rcconnniK- 
sancc by some luniskilllngs and twenty 
.Viistralians from SJingersfontoin, the 
Koers were diseovereil iitlemptiiig to get 
a gun in position to sliell the British 
camp. The Ailstraliaiiri. having come in- 
to very close contact with tlie enemy, 
took cover under a hill about 0,001) yards 
I'roni tlu' camp. Thereupon the Boers 
took tip a position witli :i view of prevent- 
ing their retirement. Some burghers got 
witliiu 200 yards of tlie .Viistralians and 
called upon them to surreiiiier. 'I'hey re- 
plied by firing' itiid slioiitilig deliaiiee. 
Sergeant lOdwards tiiid two men made a 
(lasli anil goUoping uiiiler a hot lire, pass- 
ed a number of hills ludd iiy tin? Hoers, 
tool; wnril that the Australians were safe 
and contident of holding the enemy at 
htiy ai-.tl getting out after dark, which 
eventually tliey did do. 

Tiie Iiiniskillingo prevented the enemy

cessfully brought to Slingersfontein to

IOmtv. orchunl In the Coast districts of 
lliL' province should be well sprayed with 
tills mixture as n preventive of tittacli, and 
to destroy the germs of ftinpiiis diseases. 
In cases where Insect pests are present, the 
No. 1 spray should be applied lu tb(> lirst 
Instance, followed by the Hordeau mixture. 

As dead spot, or canker in the bark of 
apple trees has recently been studied by 
Prof. Cordley, of the Oret;on Agricultural 
Kxperlmcntol Station, I (juoti' from his re- 
port on tbe subject, furnishing the most re- 
cent and reliable inTesttgation concerning 
It. 

Prof. Cordley has dctcrmlnoti that the 
dlscflse iB cansed by a bitbcrto undcscrlbod 
species of fungus, which he names 
'64oeBporii]m mollcortis,' and as it Is al- 
lied to nnmerotts other fungt of economic 
Importance, which are gonernlly known as 
•AnthrncnoBcs,' supgests as Its coininon 
name, '.\pple tree .\utrnienose.' 

The dlficase appears llrst In the fall, soon 
after the autumn rains bef;!". as small. Ir- 
i-eKular, sometimes slightly ili'iiresseii 
brown areas of the bark. Durlnt; the fall 
and winter months It si)reuds but slowly; 
but with the advent of -wanner weather In 
spring, growth takes place rapidly, until, 
under favorable conditions, the disease may 
Invade an area .soveriil liiches In diameter. 
I'nder observatlDU, siu'h iirous, the past 
season (1800) ceused to enlarge late In May, 
and early In June the llrst evidence of spore 
foriniithm was noted. At that time the dis- 
eased areas were dark brown In color, 
markedly depressed, and In most instances 
limited by ragged irregular flssures, wlilcli 
separated the dead from the surrounding 
living tissues. 

These dead spots vary in size from those 
not more than one-half lnc|i In diameter to 
e.xtenslve areas, two or three Inches wide 
by six or eight Inches long. Occasloniilly a 
single area completely girdles a branch, 
thus killing at once Its distal portion; but 
more, commonly only a dead spot occurs 
from which In the course of a few mouths, 
the bark BloughH olT, leaving an ugly 
wound, which recinlres several years to 
heal. When these wounds arc at all nu- 
merous the branches are exeeedhigly rough 
and disfigured, and greatly weakened. 

If an anthracnosed spot be examlin'd 
carcfiilly. It will be .seen to be covered with 
minute projections. These arc known as 
the 'aceiwnir and the contain the sjiores 
of the fungus. At Corvallls, lu 1801), these 
began to appear early In June. At first 
the}" were noted as small conical elevotions 
of the epimcrls, which were scattered Ir- 
regularly over the diseased area. 

By the end of June these elevations 
had increased considerably In size and In 
a few instances the overlaying epidermis 
had Ixeen raptured so as to expose to view 
the cream-coIore<l mass of spores, which, 
however, soon became dark-colorod. 

During July, .VugiiHt and September 
these 'acervull' became more and more 
abundant, and by the beginning of October 
a very large proportion of them had burst 
open for the purpose of discharging their 
spores. • 

Spores collected late In June were Im- 
mature and could not be Induced to Rennl- 
ntite. Others gathered In July were also 
mostly. Immature, but In October an abun- 
dant supply Willi obtained which germinat- 
ed very readily. The mass of spores in each 
'aeervnli' can be readily seen with tbe un- 
aiileil eye, but the individual spores are so 
small that they can only be seen by the 
aid of a microscope. 

"When exposed, the spores are doubtless 
distributed by the rains, winds and possib- 
ly to some extent by birds. Insects and 
other agencies. A vast majority of the 
spores, thus distributed, undoubtedly fall 
In oncoDgeaial jJlaces and fall to develoii, 
but occasionally one lodges in a suitable 
place on the bark of some limb. It was 
found that spores gerinliiiited remllly at a 
lempi'rature of 72 degrees, but tliiil at a 
temperature of 8t degrees geriiilnatlou was 
liidetiiiltely delayed. It tlieref'U'e Ki'eiiis 
i-ertiiiii that the spores do not germinate 
during the summer when the delicate gerui 
lube would be killed by the lic^iit and by 
lack of moisture, but as mature spores are 
pres<>nt In ImmeuKe quantities e.irly in Oc- 
tober, It Is fair to assume that they stiirl 
to gernilnatc soon after flie fall rains be- 
t'ln. 

After gaining access to the living tis- 
sues, the rnycollum ramifies through them, 
absorbing the nourishment upon which It 
prows, and kill* the surrounding cells. Dur- 
ing the winter the growth of thf fungus 
and the consequent spread of the disease Is 
slow, but In spring the mycelium takes on 
a renewal of activity, which is shown by 
the rapid spread of the disease. 

Whether tlie mycelium, having acconi- 
plished the otject of Its existence, the ac- 
cumulation of nourishinent for tbe produc- 
tion of spores, then dies, or whether It 
merely enters a resting stage to be a»;ain 
stimulated to renewed ii<-tivlty by tlie full 
rains, has'yct to be deterinlneil. 

In Investigating this disease spores were 
Indueeil to grow In arllllclal cultures, and 
as they germinated they were examined 
iintler the mlcroscii|jc, their positions care- 
fully notCMl, and when they luid developed 
to ,sueh an extent that they could be seen 
with the unnldeil eye they were separated 
from all other growths, and transferred to 
tube cullnres, and this process was repeat 
ed many times, and In dlfTcrent ways to 
.qlimlnatc all sources, of error, AVheu it 
was ccnain that, no otbe Hiving orisfaulsui 
-•was present In the' tube' ciUurej^'knum- 
' her of sections of apple limbs were Inoculat- 
ed with the 'pure, enlture'. of , Uie fungus. 
In about a week after these Inocuiotlons 
were made, slightly discolored areas were 
observed about several ef the points of In- 
.'eetion, and in three weeks these areas liaii 
developed all the charact eristics of the dls 
ease, as se.n lu nature, being brown, dls 
tinetly depressed, and separated from the 
surrdtiudlng Hying portions by the Irregular 
ragged flsBurcB. Having thus succoedetl in 
producing, the disease by Inoculating vrltb 



the fuBfiVS we are juatlflcd in asserting that 
tte'fangns is the cause of the disease. 

In treatment of the disease it la recom- 
luended that apple trees be sprayed thor- 
oughly with UordiMUi mixture or with the 
ammonlcal solution of carbonate of copper, 
once before the fall ruins begin, ami again 
as soon after the leaves fall as possible, to 
jireveul the germination of the spores. For 
the latter of the two appllcatlous meatlou- 
eil, double strength liordeau mixture should 
he used. Tor the former the usual strength 
or ir fruit Is on tbi^ trees, It would be bet- 
ter to use die solution of carbonate of cop- 
per. Which ever spray Is used. It .should be 
thoroughly applied as soon as possible af- 
ter the fall rains begin. The fungus cannot 
be destroyed by spraj-s after It has once 
entered the tissues, of Its host. 

In addition to these sprayings. It Is re- 
commended In the case of young orchards 
or In those but slightly diseased to careful- 
ly cut out and paint over with strong Bor- 
dean mixture an anthracnosed spots ob- 
served before spore formation can take 
plact^-Froin nulletln CO. Oregon Agricul- 
tural Kxperlmental .Station. 

'Ihe treatment reooininended Is practical- 
ly the same as that advised In previous rc- 
p'orts but rrof, Cordley has added proof to 
what' was previously a theory; the luvestl- 
•■atloiis made and the coucluslous drawn 
are substantiated by field Investigations, 
conducted In this province under the Board 
of lloriculture. 

It luav lie lidded that extended observa- 
tions here have shown that the disease Is 
much worse lu some localities thon others, 
and that some varieties have slxown a much 
greater resistant power against the disease 
than others; In this respect the "Jonathan" 
is especially noted. 

In what Is called the "dry belt ' ot this 
province, where the atmosphere Is neiuiy 
always lacking In moisture, ami fruit trees 
arc grown under Irrigation, the disease does 
not exist. 

These tacts driuv attention to the neces- 
sity of providing the proiier eondltloiis for 
health and vigor of growth with tbe view 
of rendering trees as much as possible re- 
sistant to disease, and to minimize the 
Injurv resulting from attuek. 

It is now pretty well established that 
many soils on which orchards are planted 
contain a verv small percentage of lime 
and again the question of proper drainage 
of orchard land has not received the at- 
tention required. I have frequently notIcc<1 
that fruit trees are standing In soil where 
the water table during the winter months 
is almost or quite level with the surface. 
.Now, whatever direct treatment Is made, 
trees affected with "dead spot" It is most 
Important that these matters should re- 
ceive attention— healthy trees cannot be ex- 
pected unless they are surrounded with 
what may be termed proper "sanitary con- 
ditions" and supplle<l with the elenieats 
of plant food necessary to promote hc-allliy 
growth. Where wood ashes are available 
in sulllelent quantity they should be used 
friM'ly In the orehnrd, and if not obluliiable, 
lime 'and muriate of potash in their place, 
and if I'onveuient well worked In with the 
burrow or cultivator lu early spring, as far 
us the roots of Ihe trees extend. 

It is good policy to protect the fiteins ot 
young trees bv binding or losely wrapping 
them with gunnv sacking, corn stalks, or 
unv material which will shield them from 
the effects ot sun and frost, while admit- 
ting the air. No doubt much of the mis- 
conception which has taken place In regard 
to this disease Is due to the fact that It of- 
ten occurred In company with Injury from 
frost or sun-scald, and while totally dis- 
tinct yet the disease would probably spread 
faster In trees so Injure^.

TniK FOR THE CURTAIN. 

■\Vhou the LiLMitt-niuit-Gavoruor peruses 
to-ilay the record of yostoriliiy's proeeeii- 
iiigs iu tlie Ijegislutivo Assembly, he eau 
Iiurdly fail to come to tlie couelusiou 
that it is his imperative duty to end at 
<mue the miserable existence of the mill 
islry that in an evil hour for the prov 
iuce he permitted Mr. Senilin to organ 
ino. 

Anotlier defection from the attenuated 
ranks of the ministerial supporters was 
reciirileil, when Mr. Prentice in scathing 
terms doiiouneed the most important 
measure of the session, and perliaps iu 
tlie hope lliat on thii as on former oi 
sions tile government would repent and 
withdraw, moved an adjournment of the 
<lehate for ten days. 'J'hey ehose to re 
fuse his request. Apparenlly the for 
bearaiice of .Mr. I'reiiliee liad reached 
the limit, and he insisted on the division 
whicli seals tlie fate of the goveriimeut 

The coup de grace was not imme- 
diately administered, for iu the absence 
from the city of Mr. James Dunsuiuir 
the house divided oveuly— 18 to IS; aud 
toi'titied ouce mure by the castiug vote 
of the Siieaker. the ministers had the 
indecency to proceed to force through 
the legislature ii measure which the vote 
just takeu showed to be doomed to de 
feat ill the complete house. It remains 
therefore for the Lieutenaut-Governor 
to interpose, and in view of the course 
of rcusouiDg hitherto followed by Ilis 
lienor, there is no reason to doubt that 
his decision will be arrived at quickly. 

That Mr. Ilelmcken eveutually voted 
for the second teadiug of the bill does 
not help the goveriimeut. He remains, 
as the ministers well know, one of the 
straight opposition party, aud his chance 
vote in no way offsets the absolute defec- 
tion of -Mi-. Prentice indicated by th*^ 
plain, vigorous words in which lie char- 
acterized the government's course. 

The Semlin government came into 
being because the Lieutenaut-Governor 
considered that niueteen supporters was 
not sullicient to enable Mr. Turner to 
curry on. Nineteen is now Mr, Semlin's 
total. 

IJefeated iu the legislature on tlie 
o[ieuing day of this session, the ministers 
said to His Honor (for of course they 
must have laid the facts of the situation 
before himt: " It was not a full house; 
our men were away, while all the oppo- 
sition were there. In the full house we 
fiave t!ie majority." 

Now the tables are turned. If Mr. 
yemlin deals honestly by the Lieuteaant- 
tiovernor he must say to him: " The 
government has suffered defeat. ' Truo, 
the Speaker keeps us in countenance for 
the time licing; but we no longer have 
a majority in the full house." 

If .Mr. Semlin fails to deal thus 
frankly with the Lieutenaut-UovernDr. 
no doubt His Honor will again exereis'' 
his right to go beyond his ministers for 
iaformation of this nature. 

'I'liere can be no healing of the breaeli 
lietweeti Mr. Prentice and the ministers. 
His conlideiu-e in them has been coui- 
pletely shattered. We do not pretend 
to have any special warrant for vnielng 
tlic sentiments of the member for lOasI 
liillooet, but a perusal of his remarks of 
yesterday leaves no room for doubt as lo 
his sentiments. This Coal Mines Bill, 
he said, is liad in intention, in iiriiieii)le 
and in detail; it aims lo do l.\v subler- 
fiige what the law has deeidc'd cannot 
be done openly; it is a species of decep- 
lion. The government, he said iu short, 
have for a discreditable purpose stooped 
to subterfuge and deceit. Holding this 
opinion, it is impossible that .Mr. Pren- 
tice can again have conlidence iu the 
ministers. Ho is irretrievably lost to 
liiem for the imrposi^s of the party 
majority necessary to continue the 
semblance of the long lost control of the 
house. 

The death warrant of the .Smnliu 
p)vernmeiit has been signed. It rem.'iins 
but for His Honor to fix the hour for 
■«secution. No doubt this is the day.

Some well-known railway men, -vvhosi' 
iiieiuily is not disi-losi'd l)iit could, we ini 
agine, he guivsed without any great dllli- 
eulty, are applying to parlininont for au- 
thority to construct a lino of railway 
from Fort Simpson to Lake Bennett. It 
is alleged th;it they have the active sym- 
pathy of ilie Laurier goveruineut, which 
desires lo see an all-Canadian railway to 
the Yukon established at the earliest pos- 
sible day. Sir Charles Tupper has also 
been ji i-;lrong advixjatc of such a line, as 
of every other distinctively Car.adian pro- 
ject. Indeed the only quarter from which 
disapproval of such an undertaking has 
come is from Premier Somlin, who, 
speaking for liis goveruiiient, turned the 
hose of his ilisaiiproval upo;i it a few days 
.ago, aud threw doubt upon the likelihuod 
of the portion of tho province which the 
railway will traverse being able lo furn- 
ish trariii' for a road. \Vv regret that it 
has remained for a British Columbian, 
and a British Columbian premier at that, 
to ho tho first to discourage the opening 
of this valuable district; but there is 
some satisfaction in knowing tli.-it Mr. 
Semlin will shortly be relieved from the 
iiei'essiiy of expressing views on sul)- 
jects which he does not appear to ap- 
preciate at their full value. 

The importance of the proposed railway 
lo tlie north end of Vancouver Iwlar ' is 
greatly augmented by the prospective con- 
struction of this line. When the two are 
iu operation the water journey to the 
Yukon will be reduced to a minimum, and 
as almost the whole distance is land- 
locked, it will be possible to send goods 
from N'icloria to the Y'uk(jn waters with- 
out change of cars. As connection will 
in that event be made by railway ferry 
with tho C.P.R. at Vancouver, freight 
from nil par's of Canada and the United 
States can be forwarded in the same way. 
(tivm such .i connection and a railway 
ferry to connect with the United States 
railways to the soutli will follow ns a 
matter of course. 

The interests of Victoria are bound up 
iu this line to tlie North and anything 
which will tend to delay its realization 
will be greatly to be regretted. We do 
not know that any one proposes to ask 
tho provincial government and legislature 
to do anything to promote the line to the 
north of the Island or the all-Canadian 
line to the Yukon, but everyone will ex- 
[lect them to keep their hands off from 
doing aught to delay the consummation 
of these projects. It is not ^■ictl)ria alone 
that is dee|)ly concerned in the success of 
these undertakings but Vancouver as 
well, and all the farming communities 
along the Coast. But speaking particu- 
larly to the people of Victoria, we wish 
to say that the future of their city de- 
pends more upon the development of this 
Island and the Northern country than 
anything else, and their efforts ought to 
be concentrated in this direction for tho 
present at least.

The increase iu the police force recom- 
mended .toy Chief , Lnngley fully carries 
out the ideas advanced by the Colonist, 
althougli it may differ from them in the 
names Viy which tho new odlecrs are to 
be called.

Ho tolls with fine scorn liow 
it is a tradition of the British army that 
olllcers shall set a good example to and 
loidc after the welfare of their men lirst 
of all. their own pcraonn! safety and 
comfort to be secondary considerations. 
What can you expect of an army so 
officered, asks the Utah newspaperman, 
who is apparentl.\ of the opinion that 
the proper conduct of nii otiicer is shown 
ill the following story: "Why didn't you 
get behind a tree, if the bullets were 
coming so thick?" askeil a friend of the 
high private who was telling his ixperi- 
encc on the field of battle, and the high 
private replied: "Get behind a tree'.' 
Why, there weren't trees enough for the 
olllcers." No doubt the British aris- 
tocracy has in its ranks a consirtornble 
proportion of poor cattle, but if the Em- 
pire is not carved up until the scions of 
our uoblo families fail in their duty on 
tho field of battle, the prospective 
carvers may as well indefinitely adjourn.

COAL MINES REGULATION. 

All otiior goverameni moiisures being 
"i-itoial over." the t.'oal Mines Itegulation 
.\ct amendment bill was reached on re- 
sumed second readin.g at 2.;!0. 

:MI!. IIEL.\rCKEN, on 'whose motion 
the (lehate had been adjourned, traced 
liriclly the liist(U'y of the disallowed leg- 
islation for the exclusion of Chinese from 
underground win-k in the coal mines, and 
the new special rule given notice of some 
time ago by the government, under «ec- 
tiou 02 ot the act. This rule— providing 
for the amploynu^nt only of. persons able 
to rend in English and understand tlie 
special rule — was objected to by the par- 
ties directly interested, arbitration pro- 
ceeding resulting at what, in brief, the 
employers undertook tu show that no real 
or fancied element of danger existed by 
roaeou of the employment of Chinese un- 
derground—the result of this .irbitration 
not yet being in the possession of the 
house. It was pointed out also by tlie 
senior nieniher for Victoria that full scope 
was given f(a' employees to protest if 
any employees were euzaged iu work 
with them whwe ignorance might jeopar- 
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that the salient features of tliw old coun- 
try statute might advnutageousl.v he in- 
eiirporated in 'the present lull. The En- 
glish federation of mines had recently di- 
rected special attention to tin' thuiger of 
employing aliens, ignorant of the lan- 
guage, in the English mim-s- 1,00(1 I'oles 
having been introduced into the mines of 
l.ancashire— and while the j.owers of the 
Imperial parliament to which this resolu- 
tion liiid beep. :iddressed, were not re- 
stricted as were those of tin- British Col- 
lit a select eoniwittee, com-l^,mj,;n parliament, he hidd this rcriolutiou 
'ssrs. A. W. Smith, Green, |„, -^vorthv of cmisideration here, the 



lirmciplo involved la-ing thai enunci;Hed 
in the present hill. The house should take 
due care that the measure did not go too 
■far. nor interfere unduly with vested in- 
lereslH. ami jiass the bill as in Ilur direc- 
tion of protecting- what was more than 
property interest— liuuKin lives. 

MR, '.\E1Mj favored tin- hill. lii'Mt ot 
all upon priiH-iple, :ind secimdly, because 
he foresaw the exclnsiim of the Oriental 
labor cur^o from the collieries to the inettil- 
liferous mini's, where indeed they Imd al- 
ready gaineil ;i foothold— if not in the 
\'ancouver Isiand mines ;il lcat>t in one 
of the iniiu's adjacent to the Isliiud. Later 
on it was to be ;inticipated that the small 
slmpki'epers would give way before the 
Chinese merchants, and it would not be 
balking loo far to see Chinese silting in 
the provincial parliament, perhnp.s in as 
close personal contact as they were now 
in politienl sympathy with certain of the 
gentlemen opposite. (Laughter.) He 
lield that the bill should be so amended 
as to provide foi- appeals from the inspec- 
tor; ami taking up the argument ot Mr. 
M(;Phillips argued that precedent justi- 
lied such a bill as the present, .is iu tlio 
direction of- protecting mankind against 
his fellow man. In a majorit.v of the 
profusions all care was taken to protect 
mankind generally, doctors, dentist.s, 
architects, etc.. being required to qualify, 
while artists, sculidors, etc.. were not re- 
quired to qualify especially, as iL.'iioram'e 
anil incompetency iu lliost' professions 
could not operate against the safety of 
mankind generally. lie tlnoight thin 
parallel justitied the pn'snit law. the on- 
ly distinction being that the mi^lakcs of 
li doctor or UTl architeei operated direelly 
against the general iiuhlic, while in the 
present ease the only ones I'uni'i'rned were 
ihe pom- miners themselves. Had it been 
otherwise such a bill as thai before the 
house would have become law yiars ago.

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IS to a.'^ure the protection of life, This 
object was aimed at in the hill before 
the house and in this respect it would 
commend itself to hoii. members, and 
thc'y -ivoithl strive to correet the niistiikes 
which it appeared to contain. The sec- 
midary object of the bill, as the Presitlent 
of the Council had staled, war, to keep 
out the (Chinese. Some gentlemen op- 
IKJsiti; li.'id argued that :iny persons who 
opposed this meiisure, in consequence of 
ohjeotionabln features therein contained, 
necessarily allied themselves in favor of 
yellow labor as ngainat white. This was, 
to his mind, a moat unfair argument, 
while he agreed with the members of the 
government side that every avenue of 
legislation should be tried which aimed in 
the direotion of this bill. He admitted 
.1 sympathetic interest in the bill and 
hoped to see it made as perfect as pos- 
sible with due reiTiird for the rightH of 
others. The hoii. gentleman iu charge of 
the ini'.'isnre bad a.lmitted an intention ot 
ri'ctifyiii^; the most imiiortant error that 
had been poiiiti'd out, and therefore was 
entitled to the cordiiil suiiiinrt of the 
Ikuisc. On the subject of education, in 
the old country young p(>rsons were not 
.■illowed in tlie mines under the age of 
twelve, while I'ducalioii was coiniiiilsovy 
- from which it wa'^ ••ipparcnl that under 
the Coal Mines Kegulalion .\ct and tlie 
Eleilieiitar.v Education .-Vet of England it 
was iirovided for a cerlaiii amount of 
education among the miners: while in our 
own country experience hiiil shown that 
Ihe Chinese and .Tapancse were sulli- 
I'ieiitly aiiL jmpils to speeilily (|ualify 
themselves for the intelligent reading of 
the special r.iles. lie siiggesteil llmt thi' 
Co.'il .Miiicri Kegulalion Act of the jirov- 
iuci? he brought up to tin' English sta- 
tutes in this respect, incorporated witli 
the rctiults reiMired from the report of the 
lOiiglish commissions on explosions in coal 
mines. lie urged the goveranient to give 
consideration lo this matter. As for 
abandoned mines, also, it would bo well 
to go to the Englls.h law. where valimblo 
legislation would be found in the direc- 
tion of affording additional protection to 
life.

The reraaindiu- 
of the Alberni member's address was in 
the nature of an attempt to exploit what 
he regards as his fertility in himior and 
satire, at the expense of Mr. Mcl'hillips, 
With respect to Mr. MePliillijit-' stati- 
inent that this mensuri' would not ex- 
clude (Jhine«c from tlie mines, while oper- 
ating against liumlreds i>f white men in 
the British Columbia mines who ( ould not 
read English, allliouu-li tlieir mother 
loiiuiie, lie interpri'ted this as a direct 
insult to the iuKdligcnce nf the white 
pi'ople of British Columbia. 

MU. I'KENTICB, who followed, ob- 
served that the member for Alberni had 
touched in his rambling address upon al- 
most every subject save the Coal Mines 
Itegulation Act and the principle of the 
bill before the house. It was to be 
gathered from this gentleman's remarks 

that tl piio^itiou was in-ovoked because 

this hill becoming law would protect the 
lives of wcu'king men. Such an iirgu- 
meiit iH- contention was riilicuhnis, even 
fari'ieill. iu the extreme. He was per- 
fectly aware of the real ehj. ei <,( the 
bill; he iMr. .Veill) wi-11 knew that its 
purpose wari iiotliing inure credilalile than 
the prinnotiini of liligalion beiwei-n two 
i-ivai coal mining com|)anie<. .\s for 
himself, iie believed Ibis to he a bad bill. 
It was bad iu intenticni; hail in pi-ineipie; 
had in detail. He did not propose to go 
into all phases of the (lucstions lieixJii- 
vidved, but would give two or three rea- 
sons fm- regarding this as an utterly bad 
bill, and one tlmt fihouhl not pass the 
house. Everyone would be prepared to 
admit that the Chinese were not lo bi> 
classed as good citizens. Yet the gov- 
ernuieiit iu this measure— if the limit of 
their expeetatimis was realized— did not 
do more tiiaii throw l.nOO or 2,000 
Chinese into c(un[)etitiou with unskilled 
white labor tiiroughmit the province. Did 
this legislation projiose to send or keep 
the Chinese out of the province? No! It 
simply meant that the lifteen hundred or 
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two thousand Cliineise were employed iu 
the mines to be legislated against would 
be scattered throughout the province. 
They would come to Victoria and Van- 
couver; they would niiike their way to 
other parts ot the proviuce. He antici- 
liatcil that 200 or 300 men W(Mild be 
turiu'd loose in East I.illooet. He had 
more coiiliilciice in the good iseiise ot the 
voters of East Lillooet than to think 
lha: they wcnihl desire him to support 
such :i result. He would not do it. Asaiu, 
the house was, or should be, well aware 
that this bill even if it did pass the house, 
woalil be promptly declared ultra vires of 
the le.gislature. The deciriions of the 
privy council could nol.y be interpreted as 
indicating tliis result • 

Hon. Mr. Henderson — "No; no," 

^Ir. I'rentico could see no other con- 
elusion to be drawn. Again, he hold that 
this bill hori! upon its face the wonl "de- 
ception." It attempted to do by subter- 
fuge what the courts had determined the 
province had no right to do. It proposed 
lo do by stealth what could not be done 
directly or openly. It propcsed to drive 
the devil around the bush. Tliere was a 
way to accomplish the result aimed at, 
hut it was not this way. The right way 
was for the rcpreeentatives ol British 
Columbia and the provincial interests to 
stand shoulder to shoulder, and bring all 
neccsaary inllucnce to bear upon the Do- 
minion government, so that eventually 
that proper tribunal to deal with thn 
question would take such steps as would 
exclude the Asiatice altogether, directly 
and legitimately. The bill also hit nt 
that portion of tlie popiiIati(m of good, 
honest, liard-working men, who by acei- 
dint or misfortune solely, could neither 
read nor write. There were included not 
only the white men now working in the 
British Columbia coal mines, but thcvie 
who might yet I'ome in — anil this was 
another reason which presented itself to 
him and induced him to unqiialiliedly op- 
pose the bill. There were therefore three 
main reasons why he should vote against 
the second reading; 1. liecause it would 
he fiuiiid ultra vires if passed, and was 
an attempt to do something by an under- 
hand method which the luovincc well 
knew it had no right to do; 2. Because 
it would not liavo the desired 'effect of 
driving one single Chinaman out of tlie 
province; and o. Because it struck un- 
fairly at working men, who allluuigh 
honest and industrious had the misfor- 
tune through lack of opportunity to be 
unable to read or write. He thouglit 
this bill required very serious considera- 
tion and therefore moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate for ten days. 

Hon. Dr. McKechnie could not agree 
with this proposal. 

"The sooner that the bill is settled, the 
better," ho observed. 

The motion for adjournment of Ihe de- 
bate was [lilt to the house, and on a divi- 
sion against. Mr. Helmcken was found to 
be tlie oiil.v member of the opposition wlio 
did not rtiise his hand with Mr. Prentice. 

"How does the senior member for Vic- 
toria vote?" asked Mr. .Speaker. 

"I suppose I vote 'aye,' " wtis the re- 
sponse. 

The house therefore divided evenly, 
amidst opposition applause.

Crisis in tlie 

Legislature.

"The adjournment is defeated," said 
the Speaker; "1 give my eastiiig vote 
against it." 

"Are vou satisliod now," observuil Mr. 
Higgius' across the lloor of the house to 
the Premier— "or hadn't ^ou belter con- 
sult together V"' (Laughter.) 

MB. DBANE. rciircsenting u district 
where there are no active coal mines at 
present, was not so directly interested 
as some of the other members. ihe 
previeus speaker had said the bill was 
merely the result of one coal company 
hghtiug another. Ue, however, be- 
lieved the bill to be an honest endeavor 
to protect and safeguard the lives of 
working miners, and incidentally the ex- 
clusion from these mines of a most un- 
desirable class. He took exception to 
the objections of Mr. Mcl'hillips, prece- 
dents and all, and then quoted at length 
from the Colonist, "the paper which 
largely controlled the utterances of hon- 
orable members opposite." He held the 
act was intra vires, and would protect 
the lives and limbs of workmen, and as 
such was on a par with the law in force 
in the north of England. It was legis- 
lation to p)W)tect the health and life of 
the individual, and not unnecessarily 
against any particular class of workers. 
The present bill was to protect our own 
miners from the chance of disasters 
caused by the cnrelessness or ignorance 
of those, who could neither read nor 
understand the instructions given them. 
He considered the bill n legitimate elloi t 
to secure that safety which was wanted. 
If the disallowed act had been allowed 
to become law, there would not now be 
the necessity to pass an act to still more 
clearly express the views of the legis- 
lature on this subject. Continuing, he 
said it was absolutely necessary that the 
minors; .JhouM peifcctly understand the 
instructions, written or verbal, of the 
bosses in tlxe mines. It would not do 
to wait until the lives of hundreds of 
juinere were lost, when, in reply to a 
great outery^ the legislature would be 
called upcii to make an even more dras- 
tic law than at present proposed. Even 
the introduction of modern machinery 
aud other thing.s was already regulated 
"Ijy law. Section 2 of the act prohibited 
a Chinese from beeoniing a boss, but it 
,5vus equally important that the men 
under that toss should thoroughly com- 
prehend all iiiKtructions. If it was not 
the intention of the legislature that the 
rules were to be read, they would not 
have been provided in a special clause 
compelling a company to keep the 
notices renewed as fre(iuently as they 
■ became defaced. The last si)eakor had 
complained that the bill was oalculuted 
to turn out many good white laborers 
who could not read English. He did 
not think the number would be large. 
It might be urged, though, that the con- 
tinued employment underground of 
Chinese was keeping out of the coal 
mines a large number of honest, intelli- 
gent white miners, whose luunbers 
would be increased by others coming 
into the province with their families. 
The house must consider if it was not 
dangerous to permit an increasing num- 
ber of ignorant aliens to be employed to 
the o.Tolnsion of a similar number of 
white men. As to precedents, he would 
like to see the honorable member for 
Victoria rise in his place and show why 
a French-Canadian lawyer should not 
be allowed to practise in British Colum- 
bia without passing a special provincial 
examination. An Incompetent lawyer, 
or a crooked one, watched as ho was by 
the Benchers' Society, could only harm 
a comparatively few , clients; so in the 
other professions. > But an incapable or 
ignorant miner or a large nnmVjer of 
thorn could and were daily in danger of 
doine irreparable damage to numerous 
fellow-workers and the property of their 
employers. " On every ground of fair- 
ness and common sense we are," he said, 
" entitled to make this small .and not 
onerous demand on foreigners who 
come here from any country." lie had 
yet to hear of a case of a Chinaman or 
a Jap volimteering at the pit-head to 
save their fellow-workmen at the peril 
of their own lives. In time of panic or 
accident the Chinese would run and 
even leave their own kith and kin to 
their fate, whereas the white laborers 
wore ready to jeopardize their lives for 
the safety of their fellow-workers or to 
protect the property of their employers. 
Of this there was abundant proof. 

COLOXIOL BAKEIl thought the 
speeches of the afternoon proved more 
than anything, el.se that this bill was not 
stateBmanlikc, nor politic, although it 
might bo characterized, an an election bill. 
Why was it not fitatesmiinlike? Because, 
not only the 'bill itself but the intro(Iue<!r 
distinctl.v stated, and could be seen hy 
reading between the lines, that the ob- 
ject was to get Chinese and .Tapanese la- 
bor out of the province. The President 
of the Council brought this bill before 
the house knowing pen'octly well wliat 
tlie decision of tlie privy council had 
been, and he .shoidd know if this bill 
pas-Jed the house, which he very mticl'. 
doubted, that it would bo disallowed at 
Ottawa, and if a bill was brought Into j 
the house, with a full knowledge that it 



would be disallonved, tliere was no states- 
manship in it. For the same reason it 
was not politic, because the workmen 
supposed to be benefited were too clover 
and sensible to suppose that they would 
gain anything by stultifying the house 
before the world through the government 
bringing in a bill foreordalneil to be dis- 
allowed. Even looking at it from an 
electioneering point ot view, it was not 
a politic measure, bueausi' the introducer 
had brought it into the house In such a 
foriu that It must be materially amended, 
ilw Idea was to exeUuie Chinese and 
Japanese, but the bill as liitroilnceil 
would trample upon the rights of miners, 
honest and hard-working, I'.vcluding all 
who could not read. Many who have 
eonie to British Columbia fiom ilje old 
country, and nniny from N'ova Scotia, 
could neither read nor write. They had 
brought their families here und the Pre- 
sident of the Council was now going to 
trample upon all their rights in order to 
exclude Chinese and Japanese from work- 
ing in coal mines. That was the true 
character of the bill, and seeing it, the 
government had introduced an amend- 
ment to clause 3 of the bill to remedy 
it, or to partially remedy it. What was 
fouml? That by this bill white labor was 
asked to clear out, bag and baggage for 
tho sake of excluding Chinese. It was 
not n politic measure, then, even from an 
election point o_f view, because it would 
seriously intertT're with the rights of 
white labor. So far as could be seen the 
l're.sident of the Council had not suc- 
ceeded in his object. He was glad to 
see that the member for Alberni had 
touched another grave error in this bill 
— with respect to the remarkabU; 
powers proposed to be given to inspectors, 
and which as this one of the govern- 
ment's own supporters had pointed our, 
wais to make them perfect liespots. It 
was to place them in a position of ali- 
woluti! tyranny over all the miners of 
British Coluuihia. He did not see how 
the I'ri'sldcnt of the Council could come 
to put such a lU'ovlsion In the bill. To 
put an Inspector over the working men In 
possession of such aljfiolute authority, 
with no power or method of ajipeal was 
eertiiialy to constitute a desiiotic power 
that the minerfi would be the hrsl to re- 
sent and wlileh was neither right nor 
desirable In any way. lie failed to un- 
derstand how the member for Vancouver, 
wlio was \iriually so solli'itous for the 
rigiits of the working man, Mr. .Macpher- 
son, should have assented to such a power 
being put in any bill — to place a despot, 
the inspector, over the working men. I'his 
showed the weakness of this bill, even 
from the point of view of catching elec- 
tion votes. It was badly framed. The 
house was told that it wofl to safeguard 
the lives of the men working under- 
grotmd. This was not a fact. The house 
was told, also, that the working men 
themselves wanted thin bill, to safeguard 
their lives. Might he ask them, why the 
working men in coal mines employed 
Chinamen when they got a chance to do 
so? 

Mr. llalph Smith— They can't do any- 
thing else. 

('i)l. Baker— Vi's; If they do work hy 
C(jnlracl lliey eniphiy (.'hinamen. It is no 
such thing as a safeguard when tve see 
workmen employing Chinamen. I am 
particularly interested in this bill be- 
cause in my own district there are very 
I'Xtensive coal mines, and we have work- 
men %vho have come there from the old 
country and from the far East of Cana- 
da. They are perfectly contented with 
the conditions; they are perfectly con- 
tented with their wagi^; and they iire 
perfectly contented with their lot. If 
this bill becouies law, whicljj as I say, I 
very much doubt it will, it will inter- 
fere with the livelihooii of some of these 
working men In a manner very detriment- 
al to their Interests In the future. 

Mr. Jtnlph Smith— (Jan you jirove it'? 

Col. Baker— Yes; I can prove It, be- 
cause tiome of theui. who cannot re.'id or 
write, will be turned out by this bjll. If 
they cannot read and write they are to he 
thrown out of work .by this bill. I can

say this also, that there are very excel- 
lent workmen In the coal mines of the 
old conntry and in this country who can- 
not read or write, and who yet are per- 
fectly competent to work in mines just as 
safely as any other workman in those 
mines. Some of tliei<e men are almost 
born in the mines, .'ind they know as well 
a« anybody could, what liu! work of a 
coal mine Is, and what they are to do, 
allluiiigli they may ni^t be able to read. 
Therefore I say that this is putting a 
bar on coal miners in this country, and 
preventing tiiem from getting work. 1 
think every member of this house must 
hy this time be perfectly aware of the 
had policy in the bill. Do not let this 
liglrilaturo pass acts whicl\ will stultify 
Its actions. 

MB. BKYDEN held that the discus- 
sion had wandered far ulield. Refer- 
ence had been frequently made to Chi- 
nese and Japanese. 

" I look through this bill," bo said. 
" and I see nothing in it with regard to 
Chinese and Japanese, but as honorable 
members have indulged in speaking 
about Chinese and Japanese, I may be 
allowed to do so also. When the Chi- 
nese were first introduced I was under- 
nianager of the Vancouver Coal Com- 
pany, and Mr. Little was manager. The 
Chinese were brought to Nanaimo by 
-Mr. Wilde, managing director of the 
company, somewhere about 1808. They 
were first of nil used for outside work, 
and at the same time it was with a view 
that they would be ultimately intro- 
duced Into the mine. In those days for 
the outside work I must say that the 
class of labor was not a very reliable 
one. We had nt that time a great many 
of the aristocracy; we had doctors' 
lawyers' and bishops' sons, and I must 
say that their love for whiskey was 
greater than their love for work. 
(Laughter.) The Introduction of Chi- 
nese at that time was somewhat of a 
necessity; the Chini'se having b(!eii in- 
troduced at the works, In a short time 
went into the mine. They were lirst 
taken into t'le mines by a contractor 
named Clarke. Mr. Clarke found out 
that they were very good " runners." i 
In a very short time they became I 
capable, and in some Instances about as , 
expert as white men. In those days tlie ' 
white workmen were somewhat hard to 
get. Much hi!s been said as to Chinese 
not being able to understand instructions. 
I say that is not so. The Chinese soon 
learn to understand instructions and to 
obey them, too. You cannot Induce n 
Chinaman to pass a danger signal. No, 
sir. They soon become exiiert. In 
those days there was a good attempt 
made to introduce them as coal miners. 
L was asked to introduce them as coal 
miners. I did so. • The manager found 
that I was paying the Chinamen the 
same rate of wages ° as the white men 
doing similar work. He said: 'Why, 
this won't do; if we are to pay the 
Cliinamon the same rate of wages as the 
white men there is no use employing 
them.' So I did not employ them. But 
I can assure this house that it is a mis- 
take to say that Chinamen do not under- 
stand instructions. They do under- 
stand instructions and become very ex- 
pert in the mine. There is no gainsay- 
ing that. I have spent something over 
fifty years of my life In the coal mines. 
I was there on the day of the lirst intro- 
duction of the Cliinese in the mines of 
this province, when they were intro- 
duced hy the Vancouver Coal Company. 
We have henrd it said by the honorable 
member for North Yale (Mr. Doane) 
that there is no instance where the Chi- 
nese have been known to volunteer or 
assist ill saving life or property. I can 
t(dl you dilTerently from that, because 
I have hail experience in that matter. 
I have twice biid expcrleni'e of one of 
the most terrible things that can take 
place underground — and that is an under- 
ground lire. In both those cases the 
Chinese stoo<l to their work. All those 
Chinese stood to it, but the white men 
stampeded. In one of these instances 
It was n very fierce fire. In an under- 
ground fire where you get too close there 
Is not sulllcient space for the smoke to 
go away. The heat is so intense that 
after a time the smoke will explode. 
In this instance I warned tlie men that 
when the explosion came they should 
throw themselves down. The while 
men stampeded at the warning, but the 
Chinamen stood,, to their ground, and just 
as soon as the «xploBion . passed over 
they were ready ,to go to work again. 
It exploded that way three times, and 
each timo the Chinamen stood to their 
places. If they had not done so there 
would have teen a great loss. The 
same thing occurred in the Vancouver 
Coal Company's worlcs. The . Cliinese 
stood to their posts for twelve hour.s. 

The honorable mein'ber for Alberni 
(Mr. Nelll) has stated that 90 per cent, 
of the coal miners go into the mines as 
hoys. That is true in some districts, 
but not in all. I know in some districts 
where I was in in the Old Countr.v — 

Mr. Noill— I was talking of 'Scotland. 

Mr. Bryden— In Scotland I have seen 
where only 10 per cent, of the men in' 
the mines went in as boys. I will give 
you one instance. There was a new 
mine in which there were only 0(5 men. 
Out of that GO were G Scotchmen, 1 Eng- 
lishman and ."i9 Irishmen- and not one 
of those Irishmen had ever bron in a 
mine before. In the Scliool of Klines in 
fllasgow the director there, talking of 
the same thing, said it would soon bo as 
rare a thing to see a Scotch miner as it 
was to .ieo a dead donkey. (Laughter.) 

Now ns to thp_bill itself. Clause 3 
reads ns follows: 

"3. No owner, agent or manager of a 



mine shall emiiloy underground, or allow 
to be underground tui the purpose of 
employment, in any mine to which tile 
Coal Mines Kegulation Act applies, any 
person who is not able to read the 
special rules for said mine, as printed in 
English, and to understand the same to 
the satisfaction of the inspector." 

The government proposes to introduce 
an amendment to this. That amend- 
ment makes it no different. "NVhat will 
be the result of this'.' I know from ex- 
perience that of a very large number 
of miners some may be able to read but 
indifferently and others cannot read at 
all, so that the result of this will be that 
these men, although they have been in 
the mines from boyhood, will yet be de- 
lu-ived of their work. There is no get- 
ting away from that. Some of these 
men may know the requirements of 
mining and how a mine should be con- 
ducted better than an inspector. I say 
that is absolutely a fact. In regard to 
the inspector I <lo not refer to the pres- 
ent occupant of that olllco at uU, be- 
cause he is a political appointee. He 
may be there to-day and may be away 
to-morrow. For all I know he may be 
dismissed now. I take it in a general 
sense that he Is the inspector. That is 
not the worst of it. A number of men 
may not be able to comply with whiit 
the inspector wishes. As soon as this 
gets noiswl abroad, as it will among the 
men, those who can only read indiffer- 
ently or not at all, will not present 
themselves for emiiloyment. We all 
know thnt miners are a very proud class 
of men. I feel sure thnt in some cases 
the inspector going into a mine aud 
coming upon one or two men busily em- 
ployed will say: "Here," in a very 
abrui)t maimer, " I wish you to read 
this." Well, men employed in that 
way who might be able to read and nn- 
derstand, may not bo able to read and 
satisfy the Inspector, aud this clause says 
it must " to the satisfaction of the in- 
spector." That inspector has absolute 
<'onirol of the mine; even to the best- 
informed men he may say: "You do 
not come up to the standard porfectly; 
you cannot work here." But the worst 
effect of ail will he that this bill will 
prevent miners from coming here. In 
fact it will"lU' a manner depopulate the 
mines. There is no doubt of it. No 
matter what you may say, this chiuso 15 
allows the inspector to control the work, 
lie can go down into a coal mine and 
say to a iniin who does not satisfy him: 
"You cannot work here." 

"But wliat about clause It reads: 

" '-i. It shall be the duty of the inspector 
to enter mnies to which this act applies, 
hy day or night, and to examine persons 
therein found, for the jiurposo of ascer- 
taining whether they possit^ the qualifi- 
cations prescribed by section 3 hereof, 
and any person who shall refuse or neg- 
lect to answer questions put to him by 
the inspei-tor, for said purpose, shall be 
dee:iied to be a jiereon who does iiol 
possess the s.ild <iualltications." 

"That liears on what 1 say. If they 
do not answer In such a way nn he 
tlilnks propi'r, be ^^ill of course tell them 
that they laniiot work in the mine. Be- 
skles, aii ynu know, Mr. Speaker, the In- 
si)eet(ir cun go into a mine there, anft 
these men may be busy :it work on one 
of the 111(1^1 Important iiarts of the mine, 
and while lie is examining two or tliiee 
mi'ii, the whole mine may be at .i slanil- 
still. And tliCf^e men, being anxious to 
go on with their work, might answer the 
inspector in :i way he might not regard 
as satisfactory. Then as to clause 0. 
That provides: 

" 'Every person who wilfully obstructs 
any insiicclor In the execution of his 
duty under this act, and every owner, 
agent or manager of a mine who refuses 
or neglects to furnish to an inspector the 
means necessary for making an entry, 
inspection, examination, or inquiry under 
this act, shall be guilty of an offence, 
and liable on summary conviction, to a 
peu;;liy not exceeding $250, and uot less 
than oO.' 

".Vow, hearing this clause, what do 
those wordrt 'making any entry! mean'/ 
'I'ln re is im indication as to what 'means' 
the intipector might ask for. He might 
close the whole mine. He might go to 
the men and say, 'you have not provliled 
lilt? iie<i'ssary means,' and would close 
the wholi' mice. I woftld like to have 
some explanation with rcgartl'-'to that. 
Or the inspector might present, himself at 
the miiie at,-tho time repairs -.v(M-e being 
made, what are we going to do In that 
case':' The wiioU; tendency of this bill 
is to give arbitrary jiowers to the inspec- 
tor. I should certainly like -some ex- 
planation with regard to this, because as 
it is now the inspector can simply con- 
strue things to his own liking. 'Section 
17. siib-seetion 1, readfi: 

" 'The owner, agent, or manager of the 
mine, shall keep i" the office at the mine, 
au accurate i>laii of the workings of the 
mine, showing the workings ni) to date 
not more than three month previously, 
and the general direction and rate of dip 
of the strata, together with a section of 
the Htriita sunk through, or if that bo 
licit reasonably practi^jable, a statement 
of the depth of the .shaft, with a section 
of the ficainl' 

"Well now, Mr. Speaker, I do not see 
why the company should be required \n 
do tills; and I do uot think the introducer 
of tlie bin can tell me. Sub-section 2 
reads: 

" 'The owner, agent, or manager of the 
mine .shall, on remiest at any time of an 
inspector under this net, produce to him 
at the ollico of the mine, such plan and 
flection, and shnll also on the like request, 
mark on such plan and eection the then 



state of the workings ot the mine, and 
th(> inspector shall be entitled to examine 
the idan aud section, aud for olllclal pur- 
poses only to make a copy of iiiiy i)art 
thereof respectively.' 

In the latter part of that section, there 
are these words: 'For ofllcial purx)oses.' 
Now, Mr. Speaker, for what official pur- 
poses should the Inspector be entitled to 
make that copy? I could quite under- 
stand it if a certain depth of strain was 
being worked under a river, lake or sea. 
But there is nothing of that kind required 
by this bill, They say this bill is for 
the protection of life and properly. If 
it had been for that there would have 
been some provision of that kind in here. 
'There is no iirovision as- to the deiith of 
that strata — none whatever. The I'resl- 
<lent of the Council, who introduced thin 
bill, told us what some of the rumors 
had been. During one time there was an 
encroachment in our Wellington mine. 
There was a rumor of the matter to 
which the President of the Council re- 
ferred and that rumor wan conveyed to 
me. I made inquiries as to whether there 
had been an encroachment or not. They 
said no— it has been merely mined to th(! 
boundary. They had a right to go to the 
boundary. Subsofiuently the East Wel- 
lington was on fire, and it was found that 
a barrier wan left between the two work- 
ings of the meeting mines, and this bar- 
rier was sulllciently strong. There was 
a natural barrier there. The honorable 
introducer of this bill laid great stress 
upon the danger of' encroaching. There 
is as great a danger as that, and that 
iH from water overhead; that is a press- 
ing danger, too. As fo.r the depth of 
I strata, in this coiintry we do not find the 
striita of uniform thickness. In my ex- 
perience in workings in this country, I 
i liave seen In otie instance a solid strata 
1 of li.'ju leet, and in another I know of 
I where a depth was of over 300 fceT! 
I There are two means of working uinier 
the sea, the one by means of a long wall, 
iind the other by means of supports, the 
I latter I consider dangerous. The long 
I wall is better, and something in this di- 
rection might very well lie ilone to save 
I life and property. The last clause of the 
bill reads: 

I ■•Any adjoiiiing owner may apply to 
the inspector, under this act, for the pur- 
))ose of learning whether such mine is 
being worked into his territory, and upon 
sucli application being made the in- 
spector shall examine the places of 
such mine, and if necessary examine the 
workings of such mine and make a re- 
port thereon to such adjoining owner as 
to whether his territory is or is not. being 
encroached on." 

AVell, now. Jfr. Speaker, how many 
inspectors by exainluiiig the places of 
these mines can tell bow close these 
mines are ? They simjily cannot do it. 
'They must oxainiiio the workings. I 
do not know that It is much usi? my say- 
ing anything more. I must oppose this 
bill, it has not been Introduced for the 
purpose of saving life. There is no use 
trying to tell tiiis house that. I know 
the Chinese. The honorable member 
for North Yale tells the bouse that at 
Olio time he was conversant witli the 
niiucs, during the timo ho was in Na- 
' naimo. But a man might live for a 
thousand years in Nanaimo and not be 
conversant with the mines. I will say 
again that tlie worst feature of the bill 
is the arbitrary power it places in tlie 
hands of the inspector. It gives him 
sole power. 1''licre is no appeal from 
the inspector. I do not refer to this 
particular inspector; there may be other 
I inspectors. I do not allude to any per- 
sonal Insiiector of the mines. I am not 
I going to say anything against this In- 
j sjicctor. I .say It Is a wrong principle In 
I the 1)111. In ri'gard to the Chinese, Mr. 
i Speaker, I h:ive seen the Chinese in 
j danger. 1 have seen them several times, 
! and I have never yet known one of 
tliimi to back out. 1 have seen them 
above ground and under ground. 
In one case a fire was so 
great that if you Introduced 
men fresh to the almospliere they would 
not have been alile to stand it, but the 
(.'lilnaiiieii stood there and worked man- 
fully. 1 intend to vote against the bill. 
I think the bill .might very well be fr:un- 
ed (lifierently. We have heard a great 
deal in this house recently about En- 
glish fair play, and there have been 
many exiiressloim of loyalty to the mother 
country, but certainly this bill does not 
rtliow any great similarity in these mat- 
ters. 

MR. RALPH SMITH gave the last 
speaker credit for possessing the largest 
experience in coal mining, Ilegardlng 
section 3, which that gentleman had 
criticized, it was copied entirely from 
the English Coal Mining Act, and the 
general principle had been in force in 
this iprovince for some years. The last 
speaker had also ohjecto*! to a part of 
clause G, bnt. he pointed out, great ob- 
structions might at present be put in the 
way of the inspector, but which were 
removed by the English act. llegiirding 
the section requiring miners to uuder- 
Htnnd English, ho said tliiit all sorts of 
motives had been imputed to the govern- 
ment, but from his Jong .jpxparience iis a 
practical miner he gave it as his opinion 
that Chinese and Japanese were the 
greatest danger in the mines, while he 
admitted the most ignorant of the whites 
wore not better. This jMoTlsion was for 
the protection of the intelligent white 
miners. ITo had not the advantage of 
the last speaker of working with China- 
men, but for years he hnd known of their 
work, nnd.it was the general opinion of 
those in the mining business that China- 
men almost invariably bred trouble in 
the 'mines, though one or 'two excep- 



tional cases might have been encoun- 
tered. But to say that the Chinese held 
their ground while the whites fled was a 
great disparagcmpnt to the intelligent 
^vllites. It but proved that the ignorant 
.Mongolians did not understand the enor- 
mity of the surrounding dangers. The 
objections to placing so much power in 
the hands of the inspector were too 
highly colored, though he admitted an 
advantage in an appeal from the deci- 
sion of the inspector, though, ho con- 
tinued, it made it clear where, at least, 
as one white man against another, no 
insiiector would dare to unfairly dis- 
criminate against that white man. Ue 
was sorry Col. Baker had left his seat. 
That gentleman on a former ndjouru- 
ment had moved for the adjournment in 
order to get some information, but it 
had not -been presented. Speaking of 
tlie coal mines at Fernie he said these, 
by the nature of the seams, were most 
dangerous. The miners there would not 
petition against the bill. The reason 
was that the workers were intelligent 
Nova Scotians, and the Fernie company 
luid been credited with refusing to em- 
ploy Chinese. No other mines, except 
those under the thumb of the honorable 
member for North Nanaimo, would, But 
he knew that about 90 per cent, of the 
miners who signed the petitions against 
this bill were in favor of it; they had 
expressed their opinion of the principle 
through the secret ballot, by electiug 
him. He did not know a man in Nanai- 
mo who could not read. In Union 
doubtless 50 per cent, of the minors 
would be effected, because there were 
over .'jO per cent. Chinese and .Tapane.se. 
As ho had !i great deal more to say, he 
moved the adjournment of the debate. 

'This was at a quarter to G, nnd Mr. 
Smith remarked that it was probable 
the Premier would have somo announce- 
ments to make to the house before re- 
cess was taken. 

The Premier at once hurried to the 
niember, and a whispered consultation 
followed, the motion very apparently not 
meeting with cabinet approval. Finally 
the member said he would withdraw his 
motion. 

" No," said the opposition. 

" I have not put the motion," said Mr. 
Speaker. 

" Hut you shoulil 'do so," said Mr. 
Pooh y. " You should do your duty as 
Speaker of this lioiise." 

'Then Mr. Speaker said he had received 
no iiuition 111 writing. 

Mr. Pooley directed his attention to 
th(! fact that such a motion was not re- 
(luired to be in writing. 

Eventuallj the motion to adjourn the 
debate was put to the house, and in or- 
der to save the goverumcMit from the 
discomliture of an adverse vote, Mr. 
Ralph Smith voting against his own 
motion, upon which the house divided 
evenly, 18 to 18. Mr. Speaker for the 
second time during the day gave his 
casting vote to save the government. 

MR. RALPH SMITH, resuming his 
address In the evening, spoke of the peti- 
tions: that had been puesented against the 
bill. He had found that in every in- 
staiii'e the men had signed their own 
naim-fi. This was the only public evi- 
deiiei; before the house to show the house 
tlii^re was luu the amount of ignorance 
amoiig.it them that lion, gentlemen op- 
posite would make out. A very few 
might be unable to re^id, and he was sure 
(hat these, within the twelve months al- 
lowed uuiler the bill, would soon be able 
to satisfy the Inspector, ^loreover, al- 
though a few might suffer temporarily, a 
very large number of intelligent miners 
would replace an eipial number of ignor- 
ant Chinese. Continuing, Mr. Smith 
pointed out that there was no avocation 
so dangerons as that of coal mining. In 
no other business did so many lives de- 
liend npon the individual work(»r. There 
was no business supcrvinecl by govern- 
ment to the same extent, and from the 
llnio a miner left the pit-head till he 
came out again he was under the tllrect 
control of government authority. That 
Hiale of things was evolved before the 
English Coal Mines Regulation law was 
passed. 'T!ii> present laws and regula- 
tions were the result of hard and cruel 
experience which made patent the neces- 
sity of govermnent supervision. He cited 
an accident in 1801 when, in the north ot 
England, 200 men aud hoys had been 
lost by a beam fulling down a Khaft. 
This resulted in it being since required 
that a second ehaft should always be 
provided. So, through all the regulations 
now in force each had its birth in a sad 
experience. The government could not 
trust coal miners or operators to make 
their own regulations, so now in Eng- 
land bosses aud all were . under direct 
control of the government. He then 
showed that the regulations weru intend- 
ed to be read and understood and showed 
the reason why each was made. The 
safety of each man In the mine depended 
on each observing the instructions. The 
British Columbia act for year.-i had pro- 
supposed that the coal miners should be 
able to read and understand the regnlii- 
tioiis. When it waf decreed that each 
man from inspector down was to observe 
these rules, it stood to reason that the 
men were expected to imderrttand the 
rules. Even the common regulations of 
the mine, apart from the government re- 
gulations were based on the supposition 
that the men were able to read. In the 
great arbitration case much stress was 
laid on the point that miners were not 
supposed to he able to read; lill the re- 
.s|)onriibility resting on the company. He 
g.'ive it as lils opinion as a miner that 
every man who went Into the mines was 
a serious danger to the rest nnlcso he 
knew nnd understood the rules. In Eng- 



land boys could go to work in mines at 
twelvi! yeans, but the manager was 
obliged to allow so much towards the 
boys' education; that had been going on 
for almost a century. He thought the 
statement extraordinary that a largo 
number of white mincwj would be effect- 
ed by this act. He had worked in a 
mine" ill England where 1,000 men were 
employed, and in 1802 he did uot know 
two ot that number who could not write. 
He said there 'was no other part of the 
British Empire where the same necessity 
existed of such an act ua this. In all 
other parts the miners were trained and 
educated from boyhood. It was one of 
the most serious phases of thi; Chinese 
question that hundreds of white lads were 
running the streetri until sixteen years of 
age, while as boys they could have been 
eiiqiloyed with advantage to themselves 
in places now filled hy Chinese. 

Mr. Eberts— That is incorrect; it's a 
farce to say so! 

Mr. Smith continuing repeated it and 
attempted to prove his contention. In 
1887 a serious explosion took place and 
again In the following year; large num- 
bers of Chinese were employed. Ho 
had been reading the history of the 
trouble iiiid he found the companies them- 
selves had been so well aware of the 
danger of employing Chinese that they 
made a projMitial to the white miners to 
do without the {'lilnese. 

Mr. Bryden here interjected that there 
had been no such agitation. 

Mr. Smith, continuing, s;iid the Chliiefo 
were actuall.v withdrawn. The agree- 
ment, however, fell through. The Now 
Vancouver Coal Company, however, li:id 
never since employed Chinese. Tlie.v did 
not do it because it was not safe to the 
white miners, and they could work at a 
prolit. The whole agitation against the 
Chinese represented a sacrifice for the 
ca\\«\ At Wellington and Nanaimo it 
wac^ true the Chinese had not since lieou 
emiilovetl, but as soon as coal was found 
just outside those limits, the Dunsmuirs 
put Chinese to work in them. He be- 
lieved the effect of this act would not he 
felt by many white men. While it might 
not accompllsli as much as the difiallowed 
direcl leL'Islallon might have accomplish- 
eil, still the houc^e should do all it could. 
Hon. gentlemen had said this was 
not correct, hut they would find out if nn. 
appeal were made to the country on the 
principle of Uiis bill. (Applause.)' 

Col. Baker here said there was a meet- 
ing to bid farewell to the local contin- 
gent to Struthcona's Horse in the Drill 
hall and ho imked if the hon. the Presi- 
dent of the Council would adjourn the 
debote and allow the members to go and 
personally .wish them Godspeed. Hon. the 
Premier said the government and all the 
hoie.e eiiti rtaiiied tht! same appreciative- 
sent'meiits of ihe patriotism displayed by 
the voluiiteers;lthad been expressed every 
day almost since the session oiiened; but 
the governmeut had not changed Its opin- 
ion on the matter, though it w :w uunecer;- 
sary to interfere with the work of the 
government. 

Col. Baker here called the attention of 
the house to the public meeting being 
held in the Drill hall, almo.-?t with th(v 
precincts of this house, to bid farewell 
to the members of Strathcona's Horse 
for South Africa. He thought that it 
would be a graceful act on tlie part of 
the house to adjourn in order to join in 
that meeting, the house going over in a 
body to help in the send-off to the gal- 
lant young fellows who were going out 
to fight for the Queen and Empire.. 
This would show the appreciation of the 
house for what those fine young men 
were doing. 

iSIr. Kelllo— There's such a big crowd 
we all couldn't get in; we'd be lost. 

Mr. HIggins— I'm told there is plenty 
of room. 

Hon. Mr. Scmlin — We all appreciate 
the patriotism of those young men who 
are going out to the scat of war, but we 
have already expressed our sentiments 
on this matter on other occasions, and I 
cannot see what necessity there is for 
what the honorable member suggests. 
There is no member of this assembly 
but wishes them God-speed, but surely 
it is not necessary to disturb the business 
of this liouHc In order to cheer those 
young men on their way. 

Mr. Eberts— 1 thought the Premier's 
patriotism would go just about as far as 
that. We have had other exhibitions- 
of— 

Jlr. Speaker — Order. 

Mr. Eberts — I am in order, sir; I'm 
not' going to be stopped, by you in this 
way. -. j";.;'. i ' • ':' ; 

Jtr. Speaker— I rcpAr you are not iris 
order. 

Mr. Ebi'rts -Then I move the adjourn- 
ment of the house. 

Jlr. Speaker- You'll have to put that 
in writing. 

:\Ir. Eberts— Yes, I'll put it in writing;'. 
I'll get at them .somehow. 

Jlr. Henderson (rising) — Mr. Sp(?akor>. 

Mr, Eberts (loudl.v)'— Oh. sit down. 

Mr. Speaker, as Mr. Eberts was draw- 
ing up his resolution, said- 1 call upon, 
the honorable member for South Vic- 
toria to apologize to me for the language 
ho has mitd'e use of to mo here to-night. 

Sir. Eberts — Well, you name the words 
aud I'll see whether they call for apology 
or not. 'What was it I said that you 
want me to apologize for ? 

Mr.- Speaker- The Inn.runge you saw 
fit to address to me hen^ to-night, and' 
not only now, but on other occasions for- 
some time back. 

Mr. Eberts (rising to speak)— Will yoUj' 
sit down, sir, when I'm speaking,? 
(ContlnneU: on Sevcntt Page-) 
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Mr. Speaker— No, ,1 .will mat; 
Mr. Bberts-^Then' I'll sit 46j(rU. 
Mr. Speaker^I want this bouse to de- 
•cide whether"! am .to be spoken to in 
.-tills manner or. not. I again call upon 
the liohorable member for South Victoriii 
to Jiiiologizo for llie l!ini;U!ige lu> has 
used. 

Mr. Kberts wont on -writinK. 
Mr. Speaker— Doos tlic l)onoral)k" luom- 
lu-r rofu.sc to apologize. 

Mr. lObcrt.s— I humbl.v apolofjizo if I 
have used any words wliicli I DUght nut 
to liave used. 

Mr. Henderson — Am I to liiivo no 
icparationV (LauKlitcr.l It's a small 
mailer, Mr. Spcalter, hut ifs a serious 
matter, too, and I would liUe to point our 
liial if it is allowed to pass now it, will 
111' allowed to iiuss iifiiiin. 

What he speciall.v referred to was tliat 
Mr. Eberts liad told him to sil down. 

Mr. lOliorts — 1 ma.v have said tliinj^s to 
tin- AttoriH'.v-<!eneriil in the heal of tin? 
moment that I oti^lit not lo have used 
to him, and I apoloi-'ize to him and to tlie 
house if 1 have offended parliumeatar.v 
iisa.i;e. If I liave said anything; oC 
tlio Idad 1 most humbly upologizc. 

Mr. Ilender.son— I accept the apology. 
(liauKhter.) 

Mr. Eberts then moved the adjourn- 
aneot ot the bouse in order that the 
liouse might say whether or not it would 
«djourni to bid the, Strathcoaa volunteers 
God-speed with the citizens of Victoria 
at the DriU hall.- 

Mr. Khorts .said the Speaker had called 
him to order a short time before on a 
«liie(iLion of privilege, which had led to 
IL souiewhut acrimouious debate, heeatise 
lie had proposed that the house go out to 
•fheer the young men going to light for 
.the country. I'robably such an oceatiion 
would iievor arise again, a coutingeut of 
3'ouiig men from this province going 
forth to South Africa to light for Great 
Britain; 'It wa.s an opportunity fcjr the 
liolise to C'Xpress its admirtition for these 
young men, goiug out to light for Quivm 
and Empire, and to show thai England's 
cidonios were in toucli with lOiigland at 
all times in peace and for the hoii. geii- 
tlt'iucii oil the other side of llie housi! to 
t<x\.y in a mild and apatlietie way thai 
"we've already shown honor to them be- 
fore, and we ought now to get on with 
the hu.sini'ss of the house." lie would 
luvve liked to see tlie house adjourn for 
the particular purpose of doing honor to 
jiien who were going lo the front lo saeri- 
licc llieir lives that we who cannot tight 
may be able to live here in safely. 

Hon. Mr, lleiulerscai— I yield lo no 
man. not even to the member for South 
N'ietoria, in my loyalty to the Itrilish 
crown. l!nt \v)iy sliould this house ad- 
journ in order to show honor to thosu 
memheis of the Stratheoiia Horse'.' 
:Men are going from Vancouver, ICam- 
ioops and other portions of the province; 
jt would be quite as reasonable to expect 
4 lie house to go tliere to see thoiu off. 
<(!rieci of "nonsonse"; "no, no.") Does 
anyone say we are any less loyal or less 
<>ntliu3iastic because we stay here? But 
the object of this resolution is to shelve 
the present discviesion on the Coal Mines 
Begulation bill. (Cries of no.) 

Col. Baker said there had been 
<iuite a splurge in the Queen's speech 
about loyalty, but what had the govern- 
ment done in six weeks; they had doue 
uothing to further the proof of provincial 
loyalty. This was merely a question of 
the house eteoping outside to do honor to 
men going out to light for our country. 
Therefore he could not see why the gov- 
ernment should oppose tbe matter so 
tenaciously. 

The Premier— It is really amusing to 
listen to the patriotism of the gentleniou 
opposite. One would think Ihey possess- 
ed the whole article. No member of this 
liousc has been in any way backward In 
expressing bis loyally lo <)ucen and coun- 
try. So far as the priuciiile was concern- 
ed are there not liundreds of men in the 
province who have shown ihemsclves 
au.xioiifi to enlist, and were they not 
equally entitled to honor Avilli tin; lucky 
men who bad been ciioscn'.' We are all 
in the same condilioi; exactly. AVe caiue 
liere to get on with the busiuer^s of the 
(■(Uiiilrv. hut the hon. giMitlemeii opposite 
liuve wasted the time of tlie house; why 
did the hon. gonllenien refuse to come 
here the other evening when there was 
no quest'ou of loyalty in the matter at 
all. but a fiucstioii of busiuoss. Tliis liouse 
could sliow the young men bound for 
Afiii-'a quill' as much honor by passing 
n resolution here. 

>rr. Helmeken, in a few pleasant sen- 
tences asked the goveriiineiit to consider 
favorably the proposal to adjourn, even if 
it were only for an hour. 

Mr. Prentice— Let's do eltlier one thing 
or the other. Either adjourn or go on 
with the business of the house. (Ilear. 
hear.) He intended to vote for the ad- 
journment. 

Mr. MePhillips also requested the gov- 
. ornment to act upon the suggostion 
adjourn and sec the troops depart. 
The vote being taken resulted 18 to 18. 
•The Speaker gave his vote against the 
resolution. 

Mr. Bootli continued Ihe debate against 
the bill, followed by Messrs. Kidd, llig- 
;<in8, K. Hall, A. W. Smith, McBride. 
Pooley and the Altorney-Goneral. the 
vote on the amondmeul being reached at 
midnight, and this being defeated 10 to 
17. Mr. Helmeken voting with the gov- 
fTiiment and Mr. Prentice with 'be op- 
position. The second rending carried on 
the same division.

Last "Week's Movements in South Africa 
Basis for Widely Vnryiug 
SiKculation. 

New York. Feb. 11.— Air. Isaac \\. 
Ford, London correspondent of the Tri- 
bune, cables this inorning reviewing the 
South African war sitnatiun as follows: 

"Tlie P>oer account of (Jen. BuUer's 
withdrawal from A'aiil Krantz was con- 
firmed yesterday from various sources. 
Mr. Harmswortli's correspondent gives 
the clearest Britisli version, showing that 
the retirement ot the brigades after dusk 
on AA'ednesday night was completed he- 
tore daybreak with the removal of the 
pontoons. A'arious explanations are of- 
fered by the si>ecinl correspondents for 
tliis third failure to relieve Ladysmith, 
and a speedy resumption of operations is 
predicted. 

" The most plausible theory is that the 
balloon observers discovered that Doorn 
Kloof commanded the road. 

"All three despatches liave a hollow 
sound. Gen. BuUer's third advance, 
which was heralded by a speech to the 
troops and a flourish of the keys lo Lady- 
smith, has lacked seriousness id' genuine 
warfare. It was as well planed as any 
Aldershot manoeuvre, with a feint and 
an attack and temporary occuiialioii of 
kojijes exposed to an cnfihiding raking 
tire from two higher hills. But no\y that 
the forces are safely behind the Tngela 
the essential character of lliis sham bat ib- 
is disclosed. Tlie whole movement with 
Gen. r.uller's previous iiroclamation of it 
and the heavy artillery lire and insignifi- 
cant casualty list, looks like a feint de- 
signed lo divert the enemy's atlention 
from liie scene of (Jen. lloberl's own 
oiieralions. Alilitary men say that Oen. 
Uuller's th -d passage of the Tugelii has 
lieeii a curtain raiser with a iin>liigiie, 
and lliat tbe real drama will now go on 
at the front, wliieli is apparently Modder 
Uiver. High ollicials w'-io were in the 
secret must have enjoyed reading the 
London journals during the last ten days. 
Thev have seemed unusually cheerful 
and" their high spirits are now easily uu- 
deistood, They knew that Builer's sham 
b,itlle was the opening manoeuvre of 
Lord Kohert's campaign and could smile 
over the seriousness with which it was 
regarded by tlie military writers.

Possibly this 
has been anticipated by the westward 
march ot a portion of AA'^arron's division 
with Lord Dundonald's cavalry, but 
there arc no Higns of this. 

"The bulk of the Dutch force seems to 
have awailed BuUer's third advance to- 
ward Ladysmith, and if liOrd Uoberts 
strikes a series of blows this week there 
niav Hot he time for the Free Staters to 
tack y^/ross the country. Lord Iloberls' 
lieiuhniarters are not definitely annouiu!- 
ed, although there is a hint in a brief 
despatch from Modder liiver; stating that 
he had addressed a" fresh remonstrance 
to Presidents Kruger ami Sleyii against 
the wanton desi ruction of properly by the 
Boers in .Natal. If lie is there, as seems 
lirobable. the cami)aign will open either 
with a movement towards Kimborley, nr 
an advance upon Bloemfontein. and .Ta- 
cohsdal is likely to be the earliest point 
of attack.

Lorils to-day, rc;)lying to u (luestion as to 
whether Mujor-Gen. Sir Frederick Car-

comraaud at Jlodiler River, Lord L.'ins- 
downe, secretary of Btutc fur war, an- 
swered the portion o? tlie uuer.v reterrius 
to Gen. Oarrington' In the afflrniative, 
and added: "Gen. Ilobert.s is now at tlie 
Modder llivor and iu comuiaiul of the 
whole forces tlicre." 

London, Feb. 12. — The House of Com- 
mons waa crowded to-day in anticipation 
ot tlie statement of Mr. George' Wynd- 
ham, porliameotary secretary of the war 
olUce, in regard to army measures. Mr. 
Wyndham said tbut he did not propoKO 
to deal with tho question of the ijrtwecti- 
tion ot the war, but would proceed im- 
mediately to outline military measures 
necessary for placing home defence on 
a satisfactory footiuj?. The government 
had not even coiiHidcred the question of 
compulsory service, which was entirely 
unnecessary in view of the activity of re- 
cruiting for the auxiliary forces. Since 
the war 10,000 recniitfi had joine<l under 
the oxistiiif; couditioii.s, and if improved 
facilities were oil'ered, he anticipated that 
the voluntary auxiliary forces, it thei;- 
efllcieiicy was increa.sed, would easily suf- 
lice for passive (iefeiico, ami to Kiirrisoii 
the seaports and other positions. They 
niiKlit even be (lualilied for undertakinK 
more oiieroutj duties. ^ 

The Kovcrunu'iit, proposed to put the 
pay oC the Militia on the same scale as 
tho Regulars, and embody the whole Vol- 
antccr artillery, which would bo ro-arni- 
ed and a higher capitation grant would 
he b'lvtu the Volunteers, coupled with the 
demand for liigUer etllciency. A Mount- 
ed Infantry Volunteer corps tyould bo 
formed and the YeomRnnry -would be 
treated ou the, same broad bask. The 
.\rtillory, Army Service Corps and Eu- 
gineera necessary for two additional 
army corps would be'' raised forthwitli. 
namely, thirty-si.K field batteries anil 
seven liorso bat'toric«. It had been de- 
cided to raise twelvi' additional infantry 
battalions. The exisiting cavalry forces 
also Would be expanded by soveu rcgi- 
nieiitfi, and conimissious would be oITored 
to -Militia olllcers of the C(donics— (gri'al 
cliecrs)— and to the luiiversities. At pre- 
.seut there were 100,000 rej;ulars in tho 
country, ami the incrcasi' was antii-iiuited 
to be 30,000. Tlu're wer.' now :528,000 
men in the auxiliary forces and it w.ts 
estimated the incre.ise would bo .^0,000 
men, K(), altogether, the country would 
soon have at leufit 517,000, and Mr. 
Wyidham anticipated that the ntnnber 
would be iii'arer six liunBrod thousand 
than lialf a milliim. 

Tlie Liberal leader. Sir Henry Cainp- 
bell-Hamierman, who folbnvod, said ho 
had heard the great rtcheuie for the ad- 
ministraiion of a great army, but he had 
not heard a single ligiiro meiitioiioii as to 
the cost thereof, nor even in regard to the 
particular vote. Ho could not be ox- 
pected to pronomico an npinion upon the 
scheino suddenly, but he added, ho be- 
lieved that nine-tonths of his hearers 
wero ready to do almost anything for the 
purpose for the present war, but would 
like to regard it as a war measure alono, 
leaving the ijiestion of the future in- 
crease and re-armngements open for 
future discassion. 

.Sir Charles Dilke said Mr. Wyndham's 
speech "ecemed to sapport tho heresy 
that Groat Britain shotibl rely on her 
home' defence whil(> the truth was that 
the moflt powerful del'eiu'e lay in the 
striking power of the fleet." 

Lord Lansilowne said there wen' about 
17t).000 Keservi_sts belweijn the age of 2.'3 
and A'i who had served and whom tho 
government proposed to aslt to join thC] 
army for a year for home services only.

FRANOB AND NICAHAGTIA. 

Espressions of Satisfaction at Agroo- 
ment for Neutrality of the Canal. 

Paris. Fob. 10.— Tho Anglo-.Vnierican 
convention which permits American con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal has not 
yot attracted the Iteen attention here 
which its importance warrants, consider- 
ing the heavy French linnncial interests 
thereby nfTected. Tho Panama canal 
has been a well in which nine French 
peasants out of every ton, attracted by 
specious promises, invested some part 
of their' savings rung from French soil. 
At first glance the assured neutrality of 
the canal seems so satisfying to the poli- 
tical interests of France that the gov- 
ernment's acquiescence appears to be a 
foregone conclusion. The government 
is not anxious nt the present moment to 
raise any obstacles 'which 'would estrange 
tho two countries and turn American 
sympnthles towards England. 

Many i)olitieian8 point out that tho 
United States has not yet ratified tho 
llay-Paiincefoto agreement, and the iiro- 
cariouH position of tho Frjinoo-Amoricnn 
rocii)roeity treaty encourages thoin in tho 
oi)iniou that tho introduction of tho 
woril " ajlianco " may jeopardize il. 
Ilowovor, th(>re is no desire in French 
polifical circles hero to do uuglit to fan 
the llanio of Anglo- .Vmoricaii entente, 
ecinlly a; n mmnent when Franco's 
intorosts might bo better served by add- 
ing to Great >BrUata's -diaicultic8.

T'lu; pi'oplo, as ho well 
recognizes, are asking for good comedy; 
and while the admixture of smiles and 
tears that lie gives iu his book is truer 
art by far. his play is not without its 
value in tin' scheme of stage reform of 
which he is a practical exponent. One 
naturally misses tho sweet mother, Mar- 
garet Ogilviy, and the Dominie, from 
the staged story— but perhaps it would 
be too much to ask that, such (iiiiet, love- 
able folk should bo brought from tho 
serene coiili'ni|datioii of their lavender- 
laid memories to face the glare of foot- 
lights and the faces of a multitude that 
would not understand. Perhaps, too, 
tlioy are too close to the author's heart 
lo bo introduced to tho rude world; or 
he does nut feel that it would be less 
than sacrili'ge to trust their portrayal to 
the hands of players who to bo most 
successful must bo most insiiicoro. Tho 
liabbie that Miss lleylor gives is ou tho 
contrary jiist such a character as may 
properly be transferred to the footlight 
Hare. She is in truth somewhat of a 
theatric creation of beauty, vivacity,
